Hudak on campaign trail

The $1.1 billion wasted in 
the gas-plant scandal would 
have been enough to pay for 
a new hospital in south Nia¬ 
gara, says Ontario PC leader 
Tim Hudak. 

The scandal prompted 
Hudak to put a confidence 
motion before the legisla¬ 
ture last spring, even though 
NDP leader Andrea Horwath 
won’t back it and the Liberals 
won’t put it on the legislative 
agenda. 

He said he’s hoping for 
a spring election, but that 
doesn't seem to be in the 
cards. Even if Horwath was to 
change her mind as all three 
parties need to agree for a 
confidence motion to hit the 
legislature. 

Hudak, joined by Niagara 
Falls Conservative candi¬ 
date Bart Maves, toured Nia¬ 
gara Thursday talking about 
his party’s job strategy and 
his disappointment about 
the cancelled gas plants in 
Oakville and Mississauga. 

"The Liberals robbed the 
taxpayers of $1.1 billion and 
the NDP are driving the get¬ 
away car,” Hudak said dur¬ 
ing a sit-down interview with 
The Review two days after 
Ontario's auditor general 
released the report. “(Lib¬ 
eral Leader) Kathleen Wynne 
thinks just saying sorry is good 
enough. I would hold people 
accountable. 

“No one has been fired. No 
onehasbeen kicked out of the 
cabinet. This simply means 


unless we change the govern¬ 
ment it’s going to happen over 
and over again.” 

The effects felt in Niagara, 
he said, are magnified as Nia¬ 
gara mayors continue to push 
for a new hospital serving 
Welland, Port Colborne, Fort 
Erie and Niagara Falls. 

“I have been a strong sup¬ 
porter of (Niagara Health 
System’s supervisor) Kevin 
Smith’s recommendation 
to build that new hospital,” 
Hudak said. “We need a hos¬ 
pital that is modem.” 

On the same day Hudak 
visited Niagara, NDPer Cindy 
Forster, Welland's MPP, ques¬ 
tioned the Liberal givern- 
ment’s priorities that put gas 
plants ahead of horse rac¬ 
ing in Fort Erie and the rest of 
Ontario. 

The government is 
expected to release the Horse 
Racing Transition Panel’s 
report Friday. 

The hospital will be a 
major issue once a byelection 
is called to fill former Nia¬ 
gara Falls MPP Kim Craitor’s 
vacant seat following his sud¬ 
den departure last month. 

Maves said he’s happy to 
hear Hudak is committed to a 
new hospital. 

Wynne has repeatedly said 
building a south Niagara hos¬ 
pital is not on her party’s 
agenda. 

"If we had a new hospital 
that was well staffed... froma 
medical point of view, it’s the 
right solution," said Maves. 

He also called Niagara 
Falls Mayor Jim Diodati a 
“go getter" for pursuing 


a university campus for 
the downtown, although 
when asked if a PC-led 
government would back 
such a proposal, he said he 
doesn’t have much knowl¬ 
edge of the plan. 


Hudak said whenever the 
next election is called, his 
campaign will focus on cre¬ 
ating more jobs in Ontario, 
saying the province has lost 
300,000 manufacturing jobs 
since the Liberals came to 


power in 2003. 

He said he plans to do that 
by cutting corporate taxes, 
allowing them hire more 

Hudak said he would 
also call for a wage freeze 


for MPPs and would end 
Ontario’s Drive Clean pro¬ 
gram.

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Liberals’track plan 
forsakes Niagara 

D on’t blame Niagara for not feeling ‘festive’ 
about the future of Fort Erie Race Track. The 
direction Ontario’s Liberal government charted for 
the track Friday is uncertain, confusing and doesn’t 
inspire confidence. 

Recommendations horn a government panel on the 
future of horse racing would reduce one of Ontario’s 
best venues to a sideshow -a “festival” track, whatever 
that means. 

Premier Kathleen Wynne threw cold water on the 
116-year-old track, saying it will have a “different kind 
of future" from what it used to have and from what 
other tracks, including Toronto's Woodbine, will have. 

Recommendations from the province's horse¬ 
racing transition panel were unveiled Friday. The 
province plans to spend $400 million over five years 
to keep racing alive at full-time tracks. 

But not Fort Erie. 

“The panel didn’t see a clear way forward for Fort 
Erie,” Wynne said. 

Fort Erie will have “a different kind of season.” 

“I don’t know exactly what that will look like,” 
Wynne said. 

It’s not at all reassuring to hear the premier say 
she doesn’t know what the future of one of Niagara's 
important industries looks like. 

The panel proposed Fort Erie hold a “festival,” 
in partnership with the horse-racing industry that 
would allow for a “different kind of season." 

Wynne didn't specify what those events might be. 
The government says Fort Erie’s future isn’t 
sustainable, but for political reasons, they’re pinning 
hopes on some “festival” bafflegab that they can’t 
define. 

Wynne presides over a minority government and 
will need every riding she can get in the next election. 
Yet Friday’s track announcement is another sign her 
Liberals have given up on the Niagara region.

Wainf leet mayor says 
wind fight will continue

WAINFLEET - In 
response to a nine-mega- 
watt industrial wind turbine 
farm going ahead in their 
municipality, Wainfleet 
councillors met with the 
town’s lawyer in a closed 
session last week to con¬ 
sider a course of action. 

Despite opposition from 
the community and town¬ 
ship council, Wainfleet 
Wind Energy Inc. received 
its Renewable Energy 
Approvals by the Ministry of 
the Environment Monday to 
install five turbines that are 
95 metres tall at the hub and 
140 metres tall to the tip of 
the blades. 

Loeffen Farms and Rankin 
Construction have formed a 
partnership and will build 
the turbines on private 


Wainfleet council has 
declared itself an unwilling 
host of wind turbines since 
learning about the project. 

Mayor April Jeffs 
remained tight-lipped about 
the closed meeting held 
Monday but the township 
may choose to appeal the 
project to the Environmen¬ 
tal Review Tribunal through 
the Ministry of the Environ- 


"In the closed meeting, 
the lawyer gave us as much 
advice as possible with 
short notice,” Jeffs said. 

"We are continuing to 
examine the options. I am 
considering calling a spe¬ 
cial meeting, probably a 
closed-session before the 
next council meeting on 
Oct. 22.”

Jeffs said there is a short 
timeline council must follow to 
appeal the project. The town’s 
course of action will likely be 
announced at the next council 
meeting. 

The Ministry of the Environ¬ 
ment gave approval, along with 
15 stipulations concerning con¬ 
struction, maintenance and 
operation of the towers. 


Tom Lewis, project manager 
for IPC Renewables, the com¬ 
pany responsible for develop¬ 
ing the project for Wainfleet 
Wind Energy, said construction 
will begin as soon as possible. 

“Within the next couple of 
days, driveways will be start¬ 
ing and there will be light con¬ 
struction if the weather holds 
out,” Lewis said. 

Once standing, electri¬ 


cal hookups will need to be 
installed for the turbines to be 
operational. 

“We’re looking at commis¬ 
sioning the turbines at the end 
of the year, or early next year at 
the latest.”

Bad optics of jury duty 
-blind woman denied

WELLAND — Some people cringe at the 
thought of serving jury duty, but not Carol 
Mehlenbacher. 

The 51-year-old Welland woman wel¬ 
comed the opportunity to do her part 

But instead of helping the justice system, 
Mehlenbacher feels she was the victim of 
injustice after a jury selection meeting last 

She said she was sent home because 
she’s legally blind. 

Mehlenbacher was about nine years old 
when she was diagnosed with a form of 
macular nerve degeneration. 

After receiving a letter in mid-August 
notifying her she’d been selected for jury 
duty, she said she called the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral’s office and the local courthouse to dis¬ 
cuss her visual impairment She said the 
people she spoke with advised her to attend 


the jury selection and discuss any special 
needs she may have at that time. 

During the jury selection meeting on Oct 
1, she said she told court officials: Tm able, 
but I should let you know I have a visual 
impairment” 

Mehlenbacher then explained that she 
may need assistive technology such as 
CCTV (closed-circuit television) — a device 
that magnifies and displays images on a 
screen. She was told such a device was not 
available at the courthouse. 

Mehlenbacher said she even offered 
to try and bring in the needed equipment 
herself. Nevertheless, she said she was dis¬ 
missed. She never had the opportunity to 
be considered by lawyers as ajuror. 

“I was willing to do it, and I felt able with 
the right equipment, but that’s basically 
what happened,” Mehlenbacher said.

Ban on public 
smoking passes first test

THOROLD—A ban on smoking in public 
in Niagara hascrosseditsfirstof many hur¬ 
dles. 

Regional council gave its overwhelming 
support Thursday to the bylaw, which bans 
smoking in parks and other public places. 

But the bylaw has a long way to go before 
becoming law. It must survive a triple major¬ 
ity vote and must be passed now by a major¬ 
ity of local councils representing a majority of 
voters in Niagara. 

“Parents want the ability to refer toabyiaw 
or point to a sign to ask someone (smok¬ 
ing) to move where children are active,” said 
Maria Brigantino, manager of chronic dis¬ 
ease and injury prevention for the Region. 

“This is a good next step for Niagara to 
continue to protect children and vulnerable 
people from the dangers of tobacco smoke.” 

The bylaw, which will run up costs of 
$30,000 for signage and $60,000 for edu¬ 
cation, passed with heavy support. Only 


Niagara Falls Coun. Selina Volpatd and St. 
Catharines Coun. Andy Petrowski voted 
against it 

That came after Volpatd tried and failed 
to gut the bylaw, first by removing the main 
clause enforcing it After that was shot down 
by Regional staff she attempted to remove a 
section enforcing the bylawwhether a sign is 
posted or not, but no councillors backed her 
up. 

“How is a visitor to know they’re not sup¬ 
posed to smoke in an area where we have no 
signs of any kind posted, but you’re still guilty 
ifyou smote there?” she said. 

Medical officer of health Val Jaeger said 
the Region only employs four or five tobacco 
enforcement officers and said it’s impossible 
for them to approach people and enforce the 
bylaw directly.
